WOODSTONE IN PAIR GROUNDS FEATURE. 

Henry R. Scores in the First Race — Ray o’ Light 
Defeats Prim Harry Easily — Quite a Number 
of Horses Change Ownerships. 



Now Orleans. La.. Januar.v 12. — H. S. Newman’s 
Tan Zarota again disaitiK)inted an admiring throng 
In-re when slkc failed badl.v in tlie mile purse race 
tlnit featured to-da.v’s card at the Fair (Jrounds, 
Siio finished in tiiird place badl.v lie.aten by David 
• 'raig an»l Woodstone. For three -<iuarters she 
showed dazzling si)eed but thereafter she was 
palpably in distress. 

David <’raig. the winner, showed something of 
his old time form, stayed close to I’an Zareta 
during the earl.v running and when urged passed 
her to win by a comfortable margin. Woodstone. 
which had l>een prominent in the early 
running, gradually wore down the Newman mare 
for sec*ond place. On her showing this afternoon 
it seems to In* the general opinion that Pan Zareta 
is not anywhere near her best form. She is a 
jnai*e that shirks her work and is only benefit<‘d by 
consttint racing. So far her trials have been few’ 
and her starts less. With more racing she should 
improve, unless her t.ask this afternoon gave her 
u si't back. 

Of equal diStippointment in the race with that 
of Pan Zart'ta’s was tlnit of For Fair. Tlie change 
Ironi Oourley to Robinsiui was expectinl to work a 
big improvement in tliat racer’s iK*rforiuance and 
the sharps preferred him to Pan Zan'ta, ai’cepting 
eagerly any quotation offered about him for second 
|ilac«‘. He trailed distantly and refused for most 
of the way to extend himself. 

Secretary McLennau’s offering this afternoon 
was again an ordinar.v (»ne, w'ith five of the races 
under selling or claiming conditions, the lietter 
grade of horses are still absentees. The fault is 
sittributed to a fear on the part of the owners 
tliat tliey w’ill lose their representatives, through 
activities of the halter brigade. The notice to 
liomemcij by jinlge Alurphy. that m»«e but fit 
Jiorses must be starters also tended towards a re- 
duction of fields. 

W. P. .Tohnson’s Jack Atkin colt, Henry R., 
Hliowed his heels to the youngsters in the opener. 
He started the favorite backers off in great style, 
but thereafter tlie clioices went down regularly 
until Langhorne ridden by Tom McTaggart made 
gooil in the fifth race. The unusual spectacle of 
twenty -six owners putting in claims eame after 
the finish of that race. Each of the claimants 
desired the w’iuner and in the draw’ lainghorne 
w'ent to W. L. Drake. Five of the claims were 
n>jected on tlie ground that they w’ere pre.'^umabl.v 
in an identiral interest.

Business Men’s Racing Association Flans to Buy 
Property from Louisiana Jockey Club. 



New’ Orleans, La.. January 12. — Directors of the 
Rusiness Men’s Racing Association held a special 
meeting Wedm*sday night ainl adopted resolutions 
providing for the purchase of the Fair Grounds 
foi $400.(MM). 

The Fair Grounds pnqiertj’ is owned by the New 
Louisiana Jockey Club, and it W’as understood at 
the close of last winter’s meeting that the liusi- 
ness Men’s Racing Association ivould take over the 
jdant as senm as it became able do so. Under the 
terms of the sale adopted at Wednesday night’s 
meeting the association w’ill paj’ $10,000 to bind the 
sale and will pay $40,000 more by February l.j. 
The other is to be n?presented in notes of 

$2.”>,ooO each, payable each year, with interest at 
five i»er cent. The racing association reserves the 
light to anticipate the notes at any time. 

It was announced at the mwcting that immediate- 
ly after the close of the pre.sent meeting work 
would be iK'gun on permaiwnt buildings on the prop- 
erty. The.sc will be us«*d for the National Fair 
and Live Stock show, which has become an annual 
thing for New’ Orleans.

— Members of the New 
York Jockey Club held a late session yesterday 
at their unmiul meeting. Among those present 
were: August Belmont. H. K. Knapp, Schuyler 

L. Parsons, Andrew Miller, R. T. Wilson and G. 
D. Widener. 

The principal business w’as a discussion of the 
new rules and the reapiKiinting of the officers of 
the club, for which there were no changes, the 
same board of stewards being again recommended. 

After the Jockey Club meeting there was a 
meeting of stockholders of the Saratoga Associa- 
tion for the Improvement of the Breed of Horses 
at which the annual report wa« read and the old 
board of directors re-elected. 

The Saratoga Jockey Club is arranging for some 
i.ew’ stakes for three -year-olds. One in particular 
should become a rich fixture. The conditions are 
not .vet positivel.v decided upon, but it will lie a 
handicap for three -year- olds this year and event- 
ually develope into a stake for w’hicli entries 
will Ih* made as j’earlings. An effort will be made 
to arrange the conditions so that they will create 
a race on much tin* same lines as the old Lawrence 
Rialization. ('onditions ivill soon ]fe distributed and 
the entries w’ill close in March. 

Archibald Barklie, a w’oll-known patron of the 
turf of Waj’iie. I‘a., was the onlj’ new’ member of 
the Jockey Club chosen at yesterday’s annual 
meeting of that organization at its office, 18 
East Forty -first street. 

With slight alterations, the amendments to the 
rules of racing, suggested by the committee on 
rules, w'ore adopted. The only important change 
of the committee’s recommendations was to pro- 
vide that the surplus money coming from run-ups 
shall 1 k‘ added to purses two days after the run- 
up. instead of the next day. This change is tlie 
result of opinions widely expressed by trainers 
and owners following the publication of the com- 
mittee’s report.

HOPE IN CONEY ISLAND FORECLOSURE. 



New Ycrk Turf Followers See Possibility of Revival 
of Sport at Famous Old Track. 



(By Ed Cole.) 

New York, January 12. — If the Coney Island 
Jockey Club is fortunate enough to buy in the old 
track at Sheepshead Bay, which may be under tlie 
hammer in the near future owing to foreclosure 
proceedings, there is no telling what maj* arise ont 
of the ashes of tho old Coney Island track. 

The Sheepshead Bay Speedway Cori)oration turned 
the historic establishment into an automobile course 
and, judging from results, it was not the success 
anticipated. A $.50,000 mortgage was due in De- 
cember, and this amount not being forthcoming to 
the stockholders of the Coney Island Jockey Club, 
proceeding have been commenced to collect it. 

There Is no telling what may be in store in the 
interest of racing in this state, and should oppor- 
tunity arise it is not beyond the edge of hope once 
more to see the thoroughbred galloping over the 
old course where so many historic events have been 
decided. It is rather premature to make any pre- 
dictions, but should the old track again be in the 
1 ands of the Coney Island Club there is little ques- 
tion tliut the powers of that organization would 
strain a point to revive racing there. 

That this state has become satisfied there are 
grounds for the improvement in the breed of horses 
for remount and general utility nuriK)ses was de- 
cided when a law was passed that all thoroughbred 
stallions should be passed ui)on by veterinarians 
acceptable to the state officials. This law went 
intn effect January 1. consequently all stallions 
donated by the Breeding Bureau have been inspected 
and enrolled as sound horses and fit fur producing 
purposes. 

The remount question always has been a serious 
one, and as all mares ser\'ed will be chronicle<l 
there is every belief the remount question will be 
solved to a certain extent. There has been much 
improvement in the class of horses foaled since 
tlie Breeding Bureau was organized in this state 
and the law requiring “perfectness” in the sires 
will further the object considerably. 



CURRENT NOTES OF THE TURF. 



John Coyle, trainer for the Chamblet stable, has 
recently obtained an option on twenty -five English 
steeplechasers for which lie is seeking purchasers. 

B. J. (Kid) Weller, one of the big “plungers” to 
the turf a few years back, is enjoying life on bis 
splendid ranch along the Columbia river in Ore- 
gon. Only occasionally does Weller see a bit of 
racing. 

Will Woo<lwnrd has a fine prospect in a black 
two-year-old by Dick Finnell. The youngster is a 
ringer for Westy Hogan. Woodward also has a 
good horse in Opportunity. He has jockey W. Hoag 
under contract. 

Henry S. Koppin, wealthy Detroit real estate 
man, who is at present enjoying the races at New 
Orleans, has expressed himself as being anxious 
lo become identified with the sport as an owner 
and may purchase a string of horses in the near 
future. 

A. J. Joyner is anxiously awaiting the arrival of 
the steamship Minnehaha on which he has several 
broodmares, the property of Mr. G. D. Widener. 
Mr. Joyner is fearful that the long confinement on 
the boat and the rough sea passage may effect them 
unfavorably, as all are expected to foal in the near 
future. The horses have already been aboard for 
nearly three weeks, 

John Bartlett, well-known horseman of Baltimore, 
is siwuding the winter in Now Orleans. Mr. Bart- 
lett campaigned quite a pretentious stable a few 
years ago, among them being Star Charter, which 
was one of the best handicap horses of his time. 
Besides being an enthusiastic horseman, Mr. Bart- 
lett is quite an expert with the cue, and is sched 
uled to play for the amateur 18.2 balk line cham- 
pionship of Maryland in March. 

J. O. Keene is worrying over the arrival of his 
big shipment of thoroughbreds recently purchased in 
England. “Somewhere out on the Atlantic the Min 
nehiiha must be dodging the Kaiser’s submarines,’ 
was the opinion ventured by Keene. “The latest 
word I have from the steamship people is that she 
will arrive here on the 14th. I’m hoping she’ll get 
here any day, as it’s a mighty long, hal’d trip for 
horses.” In the band coming to Keene are seventeen 
fillies and fifteen colts. He said it was his inten- 
tion to offer the colts at auction in the summer 
sales, but that the fillies might be retained us 
broodmares. 

TOO MUCH ACTIVITY MAY BE HARMFUL. 



Of the recent activities of the Thoroughbred 
Breeders’ Association, a turf writer has the follow- 
ing to say: 

“Members of the Thoroughbred Breeders’ Associa 
tion have been so active lately at the winter tracks 
that some fear is felt by some of the wiser members 
that the organization might go on the rocks, because 
of the over-anxiety of .some of the members to raise 
a distmbance at the slightest provocation. It seems 
that nothing the race tracks can do nowadays satis 
fies certain members of this association. Every 
time a new rule is posted, every time something is 
suggested, there is an immediate call sent out for 
a meeting of the members of the association. It 
looks as though some of the members are a little 
intoxicated over the seemingly great power thrust 
into tlieir hands all of a sudden. 

“The latest outbreak seems to be at New Orleans, 
where some of tho members are dissatisfied with 
the division of the run-up money. After a couple of 
years of experimentation, the New Orleans manage- 
ment decided the K*st way to disiiose of the run-up 
money was to divide it fifty, thirty and twenty l>e- 
tween ilie second, third and fourth horses. Windsor 
and other tracks found this to be a satisfactory 
method but somebody at New Orleans believed that 
he would not get as much of it this way as if it 
were paid out in some other manner, and now the 
Thoroughbred Association has met and registered a 
protest against it. If the real truth comes out it will 
be found that tliose fostering tlie change in condi- 
tions. expect to have about a 30 per cent, shade 
over the others. This has always been the case and 
is now'. 

“The Thoroughbred Association can be a big thing 
to the turf if conducted in the proper manner and 
under certain conditions, but wlien it rushes off 
and holds a meeting every time some one member 
fails to find a race in the book which he can win 
from twenty to thirty lengths, it is going to be 
like the old case of giving certain persons enough 
rope and they will Imiig themselves.”

Brown, so the story 
goes, w'ould welcome a pari-mutuel law’ in Florida, 
with a percentage to go to the state for good 
roads or for the support of charitable institutions. 
It is said that Brown already has leasi'd property 
on w'hich he held a race meeting in Jacksonville 
several years ago, but was forced to close because 
of anti-bookmaking legislation. The contemplated 
change of ownership in Havana, it is believed, 
will result in much good, for the- reason that 
Brown is not exactly jYopular in the Cuban metropo- 
lis.”

All the baseball, hockey, foot- 
ball, lacrosse, theatrical and other attractions ex- 
pect .the public to keep them going, and even to 
provide a little i)rofit for the man behind the gun. 
Racing does not differ from tliem in the least in 
this respect, and, to repeat the first principle laid 
down in this paragraph, there seems to be no sound 
r»:as<jn w’hy it should be expected to. — Francis Nel- 
son in Toronto Globe.
